THEY ARE EXCEEDINGLY COMPETENT. 
Mr. Nash has about 42,000 men in the State 
with whom he is in correspondence; these 
are essentially the same as in years past. 
They are accustomed to making estimates 
and figuring closely upon every vote in their 
respective localities, and from figures re- 
eeived in years past from these men we 
know about how to calculate them. From 
these reports I am led to this coneluslon: We 
shall lose 10,000 votes in Cincinnati and 5,000 
in Cleveland. I consider this a liberal esti- 
mate of our losses. In other parts of the 
State the gains and losses will bs about 
equal. I get this from the best of sources, and 
feel that itis reliable.

OFFERED TO GET SHEETS OF GOVERNMENT 
PRINTING PAPER.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 9.—The hearing 
as to the alleged conspiracy to purloin im- 
pressions of Government notes and stamps 
from the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
for the purpose of breaking down Mr. Irish, 
the present Superintendent of that office, 
commenced today. There is no doubt that 
there was an organized conspiracy to secure 
impressions of different classes of Govern- 
ment securities from that bureau, but it is 
by no means established that the thefts were 
instigated by aspirants for Mr. Irish’s 
place for the purpose of showing 
how lax the administration of affairs 
there was. On the contrary, Mr. Berry, the 
Philadeiphian who is an aspirant for the 
place, having heard of these reports, has 
come here very indignant that such accusa- 
tions should have been made, and strenuous- 
ly denies any knowledge of any such conspi- 
racy. Whatever may have been the mo- 
tives of the persons who endeavored to se- 
cure these impressions, if the acts which 
they attempted can be gustained, the penalty 
is quite as severe, whether they sought them

Excitement in Cincinnati Over His 
Murder—Large Rewards for the 
Arrest of the Murderers. 


CinctNNATI, O., Oct. 9.—Most active work 
is being done by the police under the stimu- 
lus of the heavy reward offered for the arrest 
of the murderers of A. W. Ross at Glendale. 
The most generally accepted theory is that 
the murder was.done by persons who knew 
of Mr. Ross’ habit of coming home by the 
late train, and that he was accustomed to 
alight from the train at the crossing near 
his home, instead of riding on to the 
depot. His body was found within 
150 feet of the railroad, showing that he was 
attacked immediately after leaving the train. 
He was struck both from behind and in 
front. He had in his hand a small revolver 
which he had never begun to carry until two 
weeks ago. It was uncocked, and all the 
chambers were full, showing that he was at- 
tacked unawares. The robbery was done 80 
hastily and incompletely as to show that the 
work was not done by professionals. No 
weapon was found with which it was 
thought the murder was done. The wounds 
indicate an iron rod or bar.

DEATH OF A FRENCH ADMIRAL AND SEN- 
ATOR. 

Admiral Louis Pierre Alexis Pothuan is 
dead. He was born at Martinique Oct. 30, 
1818, and entering the naval school in 1831 
became an Ensign in 1887, a Lieutenant in 
1540, Captain of u frigate in 1850, Captain of 
a man-of-war in 1855, Rear-Admiral in 1864, 
and a member of the Admiralty Council in 
1800. He assisted on board the Triton in the 
bombardment of Tanger and Mogadore, and 
afterward, during the Crimean War, at that 
of Odessa, Ile took a prominent part in the 
siege of Sebastopol. Upon the investment 
of Paris he became Commander of the Fort 
of Bicetre, and the forts of the South armed 
by the marine and upon the organization of | 
the military forces of Paris he was placed 
at the head of the Third Army Corps, 
and for his brilliant services in the 
attack on Champigny he was made 
Viee-Admiral in January, 1871. At the elec- 
tions in February he was chosen to the Na- 
tional Assembly, and a few weeks later was 
appointed to the Ministry uf the Marine, his 
administration being marked by strict econ- 
omy and large reductions in the number of 
naval officers, with activity in naval con- 
struction, and in the manufacture of new 
steel cannon. He left the Ministry May 24, 
1878, and in the Assembly recorded himself 
onall special questions, voting constantly 
with the Centre Left. He accepted the Wallon 
amendment and all the constitutional laws. 
le was chosen a life Senator in 1875, and 
afterward returned to the Ministry of the 
Marine, where he continued his reorganiza- 
tion of the naval forces with great success. 
Upon the elevation of M. Grévy to the Presi- 
dency he left the Ministry, and in 1879 was 
appointed Minister to England, resigning 
this post in 1880, when he was succeeded by 
M. Leon Say. An officer of the Legion of 
Honor in 18%, Admiral Pothuan was pro- 
moted to Commander in 1858, Grand Officer 
in u, and received the «rand cross in 1880.

DRESSED BEET. 
A CHICAGO FIRM’S ENTERPRISE. 
Special Dispatch to The Ohtewy Tridune. 

New York, Oct. 9.—There has been much 
guesswork among the Washington Market 
buyers during three or four months past as 
to the purposes to which a new building on 
the bulkhead on the water-front of the mar- 
ket, covering Nos. 15 to 31 Devoe avenue, 
was to be put. Several of the old stands 
were purchased and torn down, and in their 
place has been erected a neat two-story 
building of corrugated iron externally, 
now bearing the sign of G. F. & E. C. 
Swift, dealers in Chicago dressed beef. 
This morning the matter was er- 
plained, and the brokers and shippers 
of beeves, and the wholesale slaughterers of 
the city were greatly exercised by the placing 
upon the New York market of a large con- 
signment of dressed beef. The dealers upon 
the Jersey City market were much disturbed 
this morning when the intelligence of this 
new departure in the meat trade reached 
them. In fact, almost 

A PANICKY FEELING SEIZED THEM, 
which, however, they resisted by refusing to 
sell at less than the regular market prices. 
They freely admitted that the dressed meat 
could be sold for four cents a pound less on 
the net weight than it could be purchased for 
in the live-stock markets, and also that the 
beef was excellent iu quality. Mr. RK. Abbott, 
the New York manager for Messrs, Switt, 
stated that the undertaking here was meet- 
ing with much greater success than was at 
first anticipated, Ihe meat was selling read- 
lly at from 6 to 7}¢ cents per pound, and an- 
other consignment of 100 head was expected 
this evening. He had vo fear of the result 
of this enterprise, as the firm’s ventures 
elsewhere had met with unqualified success, 
In other cities the introduction of this meat 
had led to a reduction in the market 
price of beef, and he had no doubt the same 
result would be observed in New jlork. It 
was 2 to make daily shipments to 
New York corresponding with the demand, 
which, estimated at first, would be about 200

THE PROBABLE REDUCTION IN PRICES, 
Mr. Abbott thought that the bringing of live 
cattle from the Northwest, West, and South- 
west would also be affected.

THE CUSTOMS SERVICE. 
4 COMMISSION TO BEGULATE THE EXPEN- 
DITURKS. 

New York, Oct. 9.—The Customs Service 
Connnission convened and began its labors 
today. Its duty is to prepare a list specify- 
ing in detail the number and class of officers 
and employés of every grade in the customs 
service, with the rate of compensation to 
each. It will also prepare an estimate of the 
amounts required for contingent expenses, 
and for such additional expenses as cannot 
be specially provided for. This is a new 
departure, authorized in the legislative, ex- 
ecutive, and judicial appropriation bill 
passed at the last session of Congress. In- 
stead of the appropriation. being practically 
made in a lump it will hereafter be made 
specific, thereby greatly limiting the discre- 
tionary powers of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. Thereports of this and other similar 
commissions will form the basis for the next 
Appropriation bill for the customs service. 
The commission is now engaged in laying 
out a plan of procedure In its work, and it 
will be several days before anything is actu- 
ally accomplished. 


THE NEW CABLES, 
CONGRATULATORY. 

New York, Oct. 9—On opening the lines 
of the Central & South American Telegraph 
Company congratulatory messages were ex- 
changed between Presideut Arthur and the 
Presidents of Chili, Peru, Bolivia, Ecuador, 
the United States of Colombia, Costa Riea, 
Honduras, Nicaragua, San Salvador, Guate- 
maia, and Mexico.

Lives Lost. 


She Runs on a Rock Near 
Cape Race in a Dense 
Fog. 


Two Hundred and Eighty - eight 
Persons, All on Board, Put 


Ashore, 


The Vessel in a Fair Way to Be- 
come a Total Wreck—The 


Cargo. 


Tents Erected on the Beach— The Treasure 
and Mail Saved—A Relief 


Expedition. 


New York, Oct. 9.— The Hamburg-Amer- 
ican line steamer Herder, Captain Tischbein, 
left New York on Tuesday last for Ham- 
burg via Plymouth and Cherbourg, with 
thirty-nine cabin and ninety-four steerage 
passengers, andacrew of about 100. This 
noon the following intelligence was received 
by the agents here: 


Sr. Jouns, N. F., Oct. 9.—The Herder was lost 
three miles west of Cape Hace. The mails, 
passengers,and crew were all saved. PURSER. 


SECOND DISPATCH. 

Sr. Jonna, N. F., Oct. 9—1 p. m.—The Ger- 
man steamer Herder, from New York Oct. 5, 
for Hamburg, with 288 passengers, was lost 
near Cape Race, N. F., last night. All hands 
were saved. 


ASHORE IN A FOG. 

St. Jouns, N. F., Oct. 9—3 p. m.—The Her- 
der went ashore at the eastward head of 
Long Beach, about three miles west of Cape 
Race, at 2 o’clock this morning during a 
dense fog. Ali the passengers and crew were 
landed without accident, and will be brought 
here by special steamer and cared for by the 
German Consul. It is believed the ship and 
cargo will be a total loss. 

PARTICULARS. 

Sr. Jonxs, N. F., Oct. 9~Evening.—The 
following additional information has just 
been received from Cape Race respecting the 
loss of the steamship Herder. The ship left 
New York Thursday night and experienced 
fine weather up to yesterday morning, when 
a dense fog set in. The necessary precau- 
tions were taken to avoid, if possible, the 
accidents liable to ocear under such circum- 
stances. No danger was apprehended until 
2 o’cloeck this morning, when the ship sud- 
denly, and before her officers were aware of 
the proximity to land, ranon the rock im- 
mediately eastward of the head of Long 
Beach, about three miles west of Cape Race. 
There were 288 persons 

ON BOARD, 

namely; One hundred and seventy passen- 
gers and a crew of 118 ali told. All were 
landed safely at daylight in the eight boats 
belonging to the ship, and are now being well 
cared for by the few families living near the 
scene of the wreek. The passengers and 
crew speak in the highest terms of the con- 
duct of Capt. Tischbein and the officers, who 
were remarkably cool and self-possessed 
throughout. The baggage of the passengers 
and all the mails, seventy-six bags, were 
saved. The ship is certain to be a total 
wreck, but it is believed some of the cargo 
will be saved in good condition. 

PARTIES JUST FHOM THE WRECK 
report that the Herder lies across a smal! 
cove with the starboard side completely 
under water. There is little probability of 
the hull breaking up so long as the wind 
continues from its present point, northwest, 
but should it veer any further to westward a 
heavy sea would be sure to make it impossible 
to do anything worth while in the way of 
taking out the cargo. As soon as intelili- 
gence of the disaster reached here the Ger- 
man Consul, R. H. Prouse, Esq., hired the 
steamer Neptune and dispatched help to the 
assistance of the shipwrecked people. She 
left for Cape Race at 6o’clock this evening, 
taking a large supply of provisions, the 
Consul having ascertained by telegraph that 
only a small portion of the ship’s stores were 


saved.

perfectly cool, aud manifested no disposition 
to disregard orders. They are now in tents 
made of sails saved from the wreck, there 
being only two houses at Long Beach. The 
ship continues in the same position. 
Some fishing-boats are gathering around, 
but more out of curiosity than 
anything else, and no danger of an at- 
tempt to meddie with the cargo is apprehend- 
ed, Valuable silverware and three cases of 
specie, etc., were saved this evening. Noth- 
ing is on board now but the cabin furniture 
and cargo. The passengers and crew are ex- 
pected to reach St. John’s tomorrow evening. 
THE HERDER 
was built at Glasgow in 1873. She is 3,404 
tons, and her dimensions are 387 feet long, 
forty feet depth of hold, and thirty-two feet 
beam. She had seven water-tight bulk- 
heads and a compound condensing-engine. 
Last year she was entirely rebuilt at Ham- 
burg. She was owned by the Hamburg- 
American Packet Company.

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YANETON’S DEBT. 


The a Out = aro go to 
Right Thing in the 
Matter of Railroad 
Bonuses. 
Sete! ———— 
YANKTON, Dak., Oct. 6.—Yankton County 
has a railroad indeptedness of about $350,- 


for hundreds of counties in this country of 
railroad bonus-glvme have even a larger in- 
debtness. But the indebtedness of Yankton 
County has been more extensively adver- 
tised than that of. any other county in the 
United States, It is charged that Yankton 
County refuses to pay their debt, and it is as- 
serted that their refusal has kept Dakota 
from jolume the glorious sisterhood of 
States. Be this as it may, Senator Hale, of 
Maine, is said to have declared his intention 
to vote and work against the admission of 
Dakota until some provision be made toward 
paying off this debt, anda short time before 
Congress adjourned the papers teemed with 
Washington dispatches on this subject. 

That the reader may fully understand the 
matter and not too harshly and too hastily 
condemn the taxpayer of this county, I will 
very briefly ive the history of this matter. 

In April, 1871, the Territorial Legislature 
was called together after a sine die adjourn- 
ment to pass a law allowing counties and 
towns to extend aid to railroads. As Con- 
Kress provided in those days that the Legis- 
lature should bein session but forty days 
(during two years), the adjournment was 
virtually a dissolution. The Governor tele- 
graphedsgto Washington asking if the calling 
of the Legislature was authorized. The re- 
ply came it was unauthorized, but by an 
arrangement with some operator somewhere 
the un“ was dropped out of the dispatch, 
and the Governor claimed to have authority 
for his act, Subsequently the people of 
Yankton County voted to issue $20,000 in aid 
of the railroad, and Congress ratified the 
proceeding. The bonds were seld and for a 
time interest was paid, but afterwards de- 
faulted. It was claimed that the railroad 
company failed to keep the agreement in re- 
gard to the terminal points of the road and 
in regard to machine-shops, as $50,000 was 
to be invested in Yankton for this pur . 

The bondholders sued, and carried their 
case to the Supreme Court of the United 
States and recovered judgment. Still the 
County Commissioners refused to allow the 
payment of interest, which was rapidly ac- 
cumulating at the rate of 10 per cent per an- 
num, It has been said, with more or less of 
truth, that it was impossible to serve legal 
process upon the Commissioners, as they 
would meet, transact the current business, 
and then a majority would resign. This bas 
been done for several years, but it is denied 
that the great mass of the taxpayers indorsed 
this action. While they considered the debt 
an unjust one, realized that the county 
was legally liable beyond question. But it 
was hoped that the bondholders would be 
willing to compromise on terms reasonable 
to both parties, all things considered, 

Of late, however, the leading men of Yank- 
ton have realized that this chargeof repudia- 
tion has been working injary both to the cit 
and county. While Dakota is filled wit 
land-seekers none have cared to invest in a 
county whose finances were in such an un- 
settled condition, and this notwithstanding 
the fact that thousands of acres of the best 
corn land in Dakota are vacant and for sale 
within ten miles of Yankton at from to 
515 per acre. 

Accordingty, men who have heretofore 
taken no interest in the matter now realize 
that Yankton County must take hold of the 
debt and make some provision for its settle- 
ment. A public meeting has therefore been 
called for next Saturday, and the matter is to 
be fully discussed. The plan seems to be to 
issue a thirty-year bond and to get Congress 
to indorse the measure. This it is thought 
would float a 4 or 444 per cent bond, and thus 
make the gradual payment of the debt a very 
easy matter, as assessed valuation of the 
county approximates $2,000,000, 

There has also suggested a plan to 
get Congressional! aid in the — 2 ot a land- 
grant. It is said that Congress is largely re- 
sponsible for the indebtedness, as the action 
of body made the bonds negotiable, and 
without which no sale could have been made. 
lt is thought, then, that in view of the re- 
sponsibility of Congress it is but fair that 
aid in paying the debt should be extended. 

At any rate, it now looks as it the people 
intend to take the bull, by the horns, and 
there is little doubt that some honorable pro- 
vision will be made toward straightening this 
exceedingly bad snarl, and the sooner it is 
done the better it will be for the honor and 
material prosperity of the country. 


DELIRIUM AND DEATH. 


Self- Destruction of the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction of Arkansas. 
special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Litre Rock, Ark., Oct. 9.— The Rev. J. E. 
Denton, State Saperintendent of Publie In- 
struction, who went to Fayetteville, Ark., 
two weeks ago to hold a normal institute, 
committed suicide at noon today by jumping 
from the balcony of Judge Gregg’s residence 
in that city. He wandered out in the coun- 
try Friday afternoon, and Saturday was 
found by Judge Gregg sitting on the limb of 
a tree and talking wildly. He was brought 
back te town closely watched, but Sun- 
day made an unsuccessful attempt to jump 
out of an upper window. Today he seized 
a favorable opportunity and leaped before 

present could catch him. He 
on his head and crushed his 
skull. Denton was about 4 years old and 
was for many years @ prominent minister in 
the Methodist Church. He was elected in 
1870 and 1880 Superintendent, and received a 
renomination from Democratic Conven- 
tion. <A year prior to the convention he was 
charged with not properly account for 
money furnished by the Rey. Dr. Curry, 
agent of the Peabody fund, for bolding nor- 
mal institutes and other purposes. The 
charge was met during the balloting and so 
satisfactorily — —— that he received a 
unanimous nomination; but the old charge 
continued to. be -N into his face, and, 
goaded to desperatiou. he a short time before 
election withdrew his name. That his mind 
was much affected was readily seen. The 
poor man’s heart was broken. He became 
low-svirited and began using morphine, and 
at last found relief in delirium and dea

Orrawa, Oct. L. Capt. Scott, of the Royal 
Navy, who conducted the inguiry into the cause 
of the propeller Asia disaster, i in the city on 
his way to Halifax.

MONTREAL, Oct. 9.—The steamer Richelieu au- 
aster was under inquiry again today before 
Coroner Jobo Burgess. The Government Boiler, 
Inspector was subjected to a lengthy exam- 
mation.

MAYNE REID. 


American Meminiscences of the Eu- 
clish Novelist. 
Cincinnatt Oonmmercwel. 

A late Washington dispatch announced 
that Capt. Mayne Reid, the English novelist, 
who was badly wounded in the Mexican 
War, was finally awarded a pension of $15 
per month, and back pay to the amount of 
$2,340, 

In his papers of identification is the fol- 
lowing by Sergt. Jocob Hershorn of the 
then New York Volunteers: 

“T was in the action of Cherubusco and in 
the charge made by the New York and South 
Carolina regiments, Which drove the enemy 
from their shelter behind the read and the 
Hacienda of Los Portales. This was the last 
charge made wpe enemy on that day by 
ourinfantry. Previous to this movement we 
st in the middie of an open meadow 
without making auy advance and under a 
heavy tire of the enemy, from which many 
were falling. There were two regi- 
ments on the round, or rather 
What Was lot of two regi- 
ments, for Many had been killed and 
wounded. These regiments were the New 
York and South Carolina Volunteers.. We 
did not know what to do, as no one ap ed 
to give any orders. At this moment Lieut. 
Mayne Reid ran in front of line and 
called out, ‘ Comrades, will vou follow me?“ 
The men shouted, * We will!’ and rushed 
forward with the charge. The enemy, when 
they saw us coming, rau from their shelter 
and down the road to the City of Mexico. 
Lieut. Reid was may paces in advance dur- 
ing the whole movement, and itis my belief 
that he caused this charge to be made and led 
as it is deseribed,”’ 

it is now some thirty years since Mayne 
Reid, then a young fellow of 25 years, found 
himself in Cincinnati without money or 
friends. He was an Englishman by birth, 
and a year previously had landed in New Or- 
leans, where he obtained a situation with 
Ludlow & Swith, managers of the American 
Theatre, in the capacity of a small utility 
man. Ille was with them in St, Louis, and 
when the theatre closed there he 
came to this city and applied to 
George Bennett, the old-time reporter. 
who was then managing the Nationai ‘The- 
ater, for au eusagement, which he got, but 
in a week afterward the theatre burst up, 
and poor Keid came out minus his salary.

as bad an actor as ever essayed the stage for 
a profession. Well, bad luck followed him, 
and, after a couple of weeks of poor business, 
Shires closed, and Reid was again thrown 
upon town, The theatre being thus 
closed against him, he sought tefuge in 
journalism, and offered himself at almost any 
price to the conductors of the various news- 
papers, but he met with no encouragement, 
while in the meantime he was getting more 
deeply in debt. Subsequently he obtained a 
deadhead passage upon a boat to Pittsburg, 
and his friends helped him on his way. At 
Pittsburg he played a while with old 
Charley Porter, and succeeded in saving 
enough money to carry him to New York, 
where, after another series of hard-up ex- 

riences, he finally obtained. a position on 

orter’s Spirit of the Times, which, he held 
until the breaking out of the Mexican War. 

For some tiine after its close he reoccu pied 
his old posiuen upon the paper, but tinally 
he devoted his pen to sketch wild West- 
ern scenes, which he has embodied in a series 
of novels. P. I. Barnum, when in London 
tried to have him dramatize them and sel 
him (Barnum) the exclusive right to play 
them in this country.
